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EEOC FINDS EVIDENCE 


OF DISCRIMINATION 
AT KQED

The Equal Employment Opportu- 
nity Commission won t admit it, but 
it has found cause to believe _ that 
KQED，Inc.， (formerly Bay Area 
Education Television Association， 
BAETA)“discriminatorily fails to 
hire, promote, or utilize in adminis- 


we ftrative, technical, and programming 


positions”minorities and women。 

The EEOC Supervisor of Concilia- 
tions，George P.、 MecCartin，would 
not acknowjedge that a complaint 


hadybeen filed，much less admit 3 
“determination””had been issued. 


But a complaint was filed in 1971 
and a _ determination ,critical of 
KQED was issued on behalf of 
EEOC December 5 by Monte B. 
Posey, S.F. office director. 

MecCartin said EEOC was bound 
bylaw to keep such complaints con- 
fidential, but that the press is free to 
release the information.， In the 
document，Posey said the Commis- 
sion will “now attempt to resolve the 
dispute and eliminate the unlawful 
empbloyment practices found through 
informal methods of conference， 
conciliation and persuasion.” 

MUM ON COMPLAINT 
The president of KQED， Inc.， 


William E, Osterhaus，who inherit- 


ed the complaint from the previous 
management of Dick Moore，told 
East/West through a spokesperson 
that he felt“the charges should not 
be discussed publicly.” The person- 
nel director of KQED said the in- 
formation was given in confidential- 
ity to EEOC. 

One of the charging parties would 
only refer the matter to attorney 
Casandra Flipper, who will be nego- 
tiating for at Jeast two of the com- 
plainants with KQED. Casandra 
Flipper said only,“I feel publicity 
would harm negotiations” and 
“causeKQED to crawl back into its 
shell.” 

The EEOC determination said that 
KQED _ department heads “make 
hiring decisions, at least in part，on 
the basis of subjective procedtres 
and criteria，which . .,.lend them- 
selves to _discriminatory personnel 
actions.” 

According to the report，minority 


applicants who were rejected were 
described as vague, soft-spoken，UI- 
certain, immature， and'in terms of 
aggressiveness and articulateness. 
Other factors noted by KQED in in- 
terviews were: not being clear about 
goals，allusions to personal Prob- 
lems，unfamiliarity with the sta- 
tion's format，and one applicant s 
“wine-colored checkered suit 
STATISTICS 

The figures in the EEOC determi- 
nation speak for themselves，Em- 
bloyed in 1970 at 必 QED were 1.790 
Asian，7:2% black，2.39% Spanish- 
surnamed，and 30.990 women The 
totals for 1971 were 196 Asian,， 3.370 
black，0% Spanish-surnamed，and 
27.8% women. In 1972 there were 
3.2 Asian, 8.79 black, 1.279o Spam- 
ish-surnamed, and 26.97o women. 

Minority officials and managers in 
1970 were 09o, in 1971 also 07o, and 
in 1972 jumped to 5.39o， all blacks, 
For professionals (including pro- 
gramming) the minority participa- 
tion went from 2S% in 1970 to 87o in 
1971 to 9.7% in 1972. Asian techni- 
cians and craftsmen were 2.370 of 
KQED's total in 1971 and 1972， 

The report also showed that917o of 
the white males earned more than

Justreturned from a two-week fact- 
finding tour in South vietnam， 
Berkeley Councilwoman Ying Lee 
Kelley gave a press conference at the 
First Congregational Church in San 
Francisco Jantuary 21，where she re- 


-iterated her experiences in studying 


the Political，social，and. economic 
aspects of South Vietnam. 

In interviewing seyeral deputies of 
the Saigon government，she said， 
she found that President Thieu had 
initiated a proposal to have himself 
eleeted for-a third term，which is 
against South Vietnam's Constitu- 
tion. Thieu has also proposed to 
have the present four-year term exX- 
tended to a five-year term，and to 
have the election of provincial chiefs 
Suspended. 

Concerning safety on the streets， 


Councilwoman Kelley said that cur- 


fewin Saigon is midnight, However， 
it is dangerous to be out in te 
Streets eyen before curfew，Since 
most men from 18 to 43 are con- 
Scripted into service, the patrols are 
manned by a mailitia of women and 
boys under 18 years old, armed with 
carbines (a lightweight，semi-auto- 
matic rife) with which they have 
had little or no training. 

Identification cards with photos of 
families must be produced if a check 
is made at a house after curfew， 
Kelley said. The photos must match 
the family. If the talily does not 
match with the photos, the family is 
interrogated and sometimes arrest- 
ed, she said. 

TORTURE 

Since visits to prisons are not per- 

mitted，Kelley interviewed released

prisoners in a psychiatric ward of a 
Saigon hospital instead. 人 According， 


to the ex-prisoners there，torture in 
its most inhumane form is standard 
policy at the prisons. Prisoners are

Iron rods are inserted in places 
where they are not supposed to go. 

Released Prisoners _ carry papers 
declaring that in case of re-infrac- 
tion,， the voucher or family member 
of the released will become the hos- 
tage. So the thought instilled into 
the released prisoners mind is: 
“Before you become political again， 
think of what is going to happen to 
your body or the bodies of your 
loved ones.”Germany had its in- 
位 mous Auschwitz and Dachau; Sai- 
gon has its, Said 了 elley.

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Home Economics Professor 
Charges Discriminafion

UPPER MONTCLAIR，N.J. 一 A 
Chinese woman professor who feels 
that she was unjustly fired has been 
fighting a rutning battle here with 
her employer for over a year. 

Mrs. 9ue Pai Yang of Livingston， 
N.J., an instructor in home econom- 
ics for two years at Montclair State 
College，was notified in December 
1972 that she would not be 
reappointed next fall on the grounds 
of “ineffective teaching ability.” Not 
submitting to such arbitrary action， 
Mrs. Yang has brought her case to 
various civil rights agencies seeking 
help and sympathy in a fight to re- 
gain her job. 

“II have already spent one year 
seeking justice with the consequence 
of extreme emotional strain,，”she 
recently said . 

A study of the case history reveals 
that Mrs. Yang，a registered dieti- 
tian，was hired in September 1971 
by the home economics department 
to develop a new curriculum in food 
and nutrition and to conduct class- 
room teaching. According to Mrs. 
Yang，she felt that she was well 
qualified and was doing an ade- 
quate job as a teacher，had good 
rapport with her students and with 
her department until she was sum- 
marily dismissed . 

NEGATIVE EVALUATION 

The dismissal was based on the 
negative evaluation of Dr. Katherine 
Hall，chairman of the home eco- 
nomics department，and  a letter 
submitted by a_ student'govyernment 
group, the student Personnel Advi-

Yang not be reappointed. 

Mrs. Yang brought_ her firing to 
the attention of a campus civil rights 
group，the Task Force on Racial 
Grievances，which conducted an 
investigation. The Task Force, made 
Up of both student and faculty menmt- 
bers, released in May 1973 a report 
heavily in favor of Mrs. Yang. 

The report in part reads:“The con- 
tention that Prof. Yang's teaching 
performance is，or has been，any- 
thing less than adequate，cannot be 
substantiated by any objective evalu- 
ation of the written_ evidence. Our 
conclusion as a committee must be 
that Prof， Yang is an adequate 
teacher according to all reliable ex- 
isting evidence.” 

The Task Force also reported that 
no non-white faculty member has 
received tenure in the home eco- 
nomics department. In conclusion， 
the Task Force called Mrs， Yang's 
dismissal a result of “institutional 
racism evident in certain personnel 
policies of the home economics de- 
Partment” 

Later in the same month a recom- 
mendation that Mrs. Yang be re- 
hired“without prejudice” was sub- 
miitted by the Task Force to the gov- 


erning board of the college. It also 


recommended that Mrs. Yang's dis- 
missal record be removed from her 
bermanent file. 

The recommendation went largely 
unheeded as a special committee 
was set UP by the college adminis- 
trators to study the case further. 
Subsequently, petitions for retention 


Signed by Mrs: Yang's students were 
submitted on her behalf to the ad- 
ministration, to little avail， 

In 9S9eptember 1973 Mrs， Yang， 
with the help of the Chinese Devel- 
opment Council in New York, made 
a personal appeal to the coljege's 
newly appointed black president， 
Dr. David Dickson. He upheld the 
dismissal. 

At present，MITrS，Yang's case is 
being inyestigated by both the New 
Jersey Division on Civil Rights and 
the U.S3. Employment Opportunity 
Commission. It remains a possibility 
that the case may have to be decided 
in a court of law.

It seems that although 
J have had many lives, they all have 
been very short，lasting only a few 
days at most, during the New Year 
Festival，Afterwards，I am taken 
down and cast into a dusty crate，sSO 
black and stutfy, whereI simply lose 
consciousness and sleep_ until the 
next year. 

The day has hardly begun. The sky 
above me is blue and clear，glitter- 
ing with morning light, Luckily, Im 
right on the corner of Grant and 
Washington, in the midst of the four 
directions，plus under and above. 
Though it ionly nine o"clock in the 
morning, the street below me is al- 
ready thick with Chinese shoppers 
buying provisions for the New Year. 
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ones, it makes no difference to me; 
all the blossoms seem to wink and 
flirt with me as I sway back and 
forth at them, both of us oblivious to 
the sound of housewives haggling 
around us. 

Dusk is approaching, and the cold 
San Francisco wind 8oes right 
through my thin silken skin， Sud- 
denly，the light bulb within me 
lights up, and simultaneously,， al of 
us lanterns_ along the block glow 
with ouT respective colors. Now my 
orange appears even brighter, for all 
the people to enjoy tonight.

] really don't mind, for what a scene 
below_me! The gathering Chinese 
are dressed warmly，braced for the 
chilly night air, the men in gray and 
blue suits with scarves wrapped 
around their necks，the women in 
their thickest cloth coats, some with 
abit of fur around the collar. Young 
male teenagers in black jackets and 
long shaggy black hair are trying to 
sell the illegal firecrackers to the 
tourists at exorbitant Prices Per 
pack. Tonight is a night for all chil- 
dren and families and relatives to be 
together， And fron eyery window 
and balcony around me people are 
preparing to watch the grand 
barade, setting up chairs and boxes 
to stand or sit upon. Even I，trem- 
bling slightly in the breeze，try--to 
shine more brightly， to_ give off the 
best light that I can。 The green 
lantern and the pink lantern on 
either side of me are trying hard too. 

Now，both sides of the street are 
packed with people. Police in blue 
uniforms try to keep them on the 


Alithe blossoms seem to wink and flirt with me 
asTswayback and forth atthem, both of us oblivious 
to the soundq of housewives haggjling. 
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Ofcourse Teanmnot see their faces， 
whether they are happy or sad，un- 
less they chance to look up at me， 
like the little children carried on 
their fathers” shoulders who point 
their fingers Up to the pretty lan- 
terns. Housewives are carrying pink 
cardboard pastry boxes from the in- 
numierable Cantonese bakeries scat- 
tered on the block. Oh, the aroma of 
those Special brown sugar dump- 
lings，wafting upP to where Iam 
warming me in the cold morning. As 
I drean in a cloud of warm bakery 
smells. suddenly a large green truck， 
its back chock full of cherry and 
Peach blossoms, pulls up and parks 
right under me. [Ianm so happy. 
Below me are hundreds of dark 
branches _ clustered with pink or 
white blossoms. Every New Year the 
Chinese ranchers and farmers from 
the country prune down their peach 
and cherry trees bare of Spring 
branches, bringirmg them here to Sell. 
Bound tightly in bundles with lucky 
red cards affixed: to them，I know 
they will later grace each family 
table or altar， arranged in the best 
vase. Though the long branches sell 
for more than the short stumpy 


sidewalk, from spilling out onto the 
street.， From my position I notice 
necks craning and bobbing to get a 
clearer look as the first parade 
sounds ripple down the avenue.

and closer they come until they are 
passing right beneath me, the brass 
trumpets and velvet Suits,huge bass 
drums and flashing clarinets，As 
people clap smartly，the military 
drum corps march in unison 
one-two-three. 

And then, under me, the head and 
shoulders of a _ pretty Chinese girl， 
waving her white-gloved arm from 
an Open-roofed carl She must be one 
of those beauty pageant winners， 
from the Miss Chinatown contest 
that is held each year. 

The sweet tinkling of xylophones 
breaks the cold air into delicate frag- 
ments。 About S0 8irls in red em- 
broidered Chinese gowns are com- 
ing my way, the famous st, Mary S 
Catholic girl drum corps. The sound 
of xylophones is like bells in the air: 
a thousarid small silver sounds. The 
marching girls pass beneath me， 
their elaborate gilt headdresses like 


small little gold temPples: 

And next, several black limousines 
with bald-headed men waving at the 
crowd make their way through the 
streets;i they must be officials or 
something like that， 

The pageantry is dizzying，and 
even who have been _ through this 
SoO_ many times _ before，am awed. 
Suddenly a twirling silver-baton is 
about tostrike me,and'then fall just 
as quickly into the expert hand that 
is waiting to receive it below. 

The Chinese have _ come from 
everywhere to Dai-Fowl (the big 
city)，from the _ small California 
towns 一 Watsonville，Grass Valley， 


Santa Clara; along with the Chinese - 


from the suburbs with their white 
matching purses and shoes; together 
with the Hong Kong Chinese immi. 
grants，their clothes a_ little more 
slick and fashionable than the 
locals. 

Farther down the street，all the 
grocery stores display their wares 
out of doors，on wooden crates 
placed precariously near the paths 
of moving cars. Pink and red azaleas 
in foil-wrapped clay pots; whole 
orchid and kumquat trees; rows and 
rows of oranges and tangerines, the 
Same beautiful color as I，line both 
sides of the street. People are buying 
them by the dozens，by the basket， 
box, crate, or Sack! From tiny gold- 
en kumquats to fistsized tangerines 
to _ giant， almost big as melon 
oranges，T see arms and hands 
fighting and squeezing and pressing 
the orange-colored skins. TI am glad 
1 am not an orange，but just a 
lantern UP here above all the bustle， 
enjoying it all， 

Where I hang is facing the first: 
Story balcony of a_ Chinese Family 
Association Hall Fortunately for 
me, their curtains aren't drawn and 
everything that is happening inside 
is right in front of mel A huge vase 
of fresh spring blossoms dominates 
a long，white-clothed，rectangular 
tabjle, set around with stiff, old-fash- 
ioned Chinese chairs. There, old men 
casually sit, toasting each other with 
jiggers of Kentucky bourbon and 
spitting out black melon seed shells 
on the floor. Into one wall is inset a 
Small but neat altar. Two plates of 
white buns and a plate each of 
oranges and apples are set before 
the rather grim-looking ancestral 
portrait. A few sticks of incense are 
burning in a brass pot，and the 
wailing cacophony of Cantonese 
opera from a record player pierces 
the air.
